VENEZUELA DISPUTE. 
Whe British are Getting Ready to 
Arbitrate. 

LONDON, Oct. 12.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) It is learned that the conference 
Saturday between the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, Joseph Chamberlain, and the 
British Ambassador at Washington, 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, was most satis- 
factory. It is believed in the highest 
quarters that at least the general prin- 
ciple of arbitration and settlement of 
the Venezuelan question will be decided 
upon with the United States before the 
‘end of the month. Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote will sail for New York Wednesday 
with initial instructions.

GRAND TRUNK EMPLOYEES. 


Much Dissatisfaction Exists Among 
Them Over Their Treatment. 


TORONTO (Ont.,) Oct. 12.—There is 
considerable disasatisfaction among the 
employés of the Grank Trunk Railway 
which may terminate in a strike. The 
men complain they are unjustly treated 
by the foremen and superintendents, 
ad that their complaints are not lis- 
tened to. 

The most serious point is at Strat- 
ford where orders were given on Satur- 
day that the 700 employés there should 
work but forty-five hours a week in- 
stead of fifty hours as hitherto. If the 
employés at Toronto and other centers 
are placed under a similar regulation, 
some action will probably be taken by 
the men to have their wrong redressed.

STORMS FURY. 


Ruin Spread Along the 


Atlantic Coast. 


Huge Waves Cause Destruction 
at the Seaside Resort, 


Many Buildings Unroofed, Flooded 
or Washed Away. 


Coney Island Experiences Most Dire- 
ful Results—New Jersey Low- 
lands All Under Water—Severe 
Gale Along the da. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRR) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—A_ veritable 
hurricane has swept over this section 
of the country today, the wind blowing 
with terrific force, reaching at Sandy 
Hook a velocity, of seventy-five miles 
per hour last night. The tides rose to 
a height of many feet greater than has 
been seen for years, and the waves 
all along the Atlantic coast swept in 
with a force that carried everything 
before them and did damage wto the 
amount of many hundreds of thou- 


sands of dolars. 


Sandy Hook and points along the 
Jersey coast felt the fury of the storm 
most of all. But Coney Island ex- 
perienced, so far as has been learned, 
the most direful results. The beaches 
were swept clean, pavilions were over- 
turned and carried seaward, bathing- 
houses and board walks—everything 
not far inland on the famous island 
was torn up and piled high beyond the 
coast line or carried out to sea. At 
Brighton Beach, the stone walks in 
front of the big hotel were under water, 
and toward the end of the afternoon the 
famous Seidl concert hall was inun- 
dated and partially carried away. The 
well-kept lawns in front of the Ori- 
ental Hotel and Manhattan Beach 
Hotel were laid waste, and the lower 


portions of the hotels flooded. Innu-} 


merable small buildings were simply 
picked up bodily and carried away by 
the wind or waves. 

At Far Rockaway the fury of the gale 
was indescribable. Those houses which 
were built on piles in the sand were 
washed away, and those higher up, 
which for years have been out of the 
reach of the highest tides, were today 
flooded. Along the Jersey coast most 

thelamage done was to piers and to 
breakwaters. Preparations had been 
made, as forewarnings of the storm 
had been given some days before. As 
yet very little damage to shipping has 
been recorded, for, on account of the 
warningsc, many crafts delayed sailing, 
and others that had cleared returned 
for a safe anchorage. 
DESTRUCTION AT CONEY ISLAND. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Coney Island 
beach was swept by the highest tide in 
the history of the famous resort last 
night and today. A. large number of 
temporary structures along the water 
front were destroyed. The Boulevard 
was flooded as far as Neptune avenue. 
The Shelton houses at the intersection 
of the Concourse and Boulevard were 
washed away. Waves, running moun- 
tains high, battered the plaza in front 
of Brighton Beach Hotel and tore away 
part of Concoil Pavilion, in which An- 
tonio Seidl’s orchestra gave a perform- 


ance. 

Ocean Hotel, west of Brighton Beach 
Hotel, was surrounded by water and 
the foundations racked, Numerous 
bathing pavilions and amusement 
houses, including Brighton, were either 
wrecked or damaged, among the latter 
being the clubhouse of the Seaside Ath- 
letic Club. he old iron pier, which 
was believed to be invincible, was 
buffeted by the storm and over twenty 
windows cut in two. At 2 o’clock the 
storm was still working havoc, and the 
outcome cannot be anticipated. The 
collapse of Ocean House appears to be 
a matter of a few hours. It is entirely 
surrounded by water, and the occu- 
pants are moving out. 

Manhattan Beach shared the disaster 
with the other sections of the island. 
Much of the ornaments in front of Man- 
hattan Beach Hotel were swept away 
and the magnificent lawn in front of the 
swell Oriental Hotel was made a dismal 
waste. 

At 2:30 o’clock a monster wave struck 
Concoil Pavilion at Brighton Beach, 
tearing away two-thirds of the struc- 
ture. ‘The Brighton Beach race-track 
stables are flooded, and the horses have 
been removed to the stables along the 
boulevard. A rough estimate of the 
financial loss along Coney Island 
Beach places it at $200,000. SRiie 

Hog Island during the afternoon 
added another big section to that por- 
tion which had previously gone to sea, 
and another such storm would wipe it 
and several other adjoining districts 
out of existence altogether. 

The ferry-house, dock and pavilion 
of the Far Rockaway Improvement 
Company were totally wrecked. The 
Casino, the United States Hotel and 
the Tackapausha House and the Dol- 
phin Hotel were among those buildings 
which had at least two feet of water 
on their ground floors. 

At Averne several summer cottages 
were lifted from their foundations and 
completely wrecked. 

In New Jersey all the lowlands were 
under water, and the usual washouts 
‘of railroads lying along the coast are 
reported. 

At Sandy Hook, where even the 
breath of a breeze can be twisted into 
a gale, last night’s blow was a howling 
hurricane. The waves broke higher 
than ever before, and at one time the 
old tower which incoming and outgoing 
ships signal, shook and tottered as 
though it would be blown over. 

The storm was the most devastating 
that has visited Sea Isle City since 
the great storm of 1889, which wes 
accompanied by a tidal wave. The 
streets were flooded and many hotels 
and cottages along the narrow strip 
of sand between Townsend and Cor- 
son’s Inlet were wrecked or badly 
damaged. night the sea at-. 
tacked the beach in front of the 
Brunswick Hotel, the finest structure 
on that portion of the coast. Today 
it completed its work. Early in the 
afternoon .the front of the building 
began to sag. It dropped lower and 
lower as the waves beat up agains: 
it, and in the middle of the after- 
noon the structure fell in, a mass of 
ruins. 

North of Sea Isle City the fronts of 
many cottages have already fallen, 
and others are ready to fall. Many

At Long Branch the new iron pier 
which many times during the day 
was shaken to its very foundation, so 
far has stood the test. It is thought

Ad. day tong the wind 
miles at Asbury Park. 
tide at noon seemed to be at the 
maximum. Hundreds of people lined 
the shores watching the destruction 
that came with every wave. Every- 
thing within reach of the waves was 
used as a battering ram to break 
down the structures on the: beach. 
The great board walk was pounded 
to pieces in many places. From Deal. 
Lake to the boundary line it is a com- 
plete wreck. The marble monument 
which marks the spot where the New 
Era went down in the early days of 
Asbury Park was undermined by the 
waves and toppled over into the sea. 
The Davis studio on the beach was 
caught by the waves and carried cut- 
ward and then shattered by the break- 
ers. The beach is strewn with wreck- 
age. 

The scenes in Egg Harbor City, N. 
J., were distressing. The wird blew a 
hurricane all day and all Light, and 
all day again. Many houses were un- 
roofed and many peopie were forced 
into the treets. Tonizhnt a maji-train 
managed to get through «ter a block- 
ade of about thirty-eicht hours. In 
that section of the State tonight, in- 
stead of abating the gale seems tc 
be increasing. 

Amo the craft reported sunk or 
damag is the schooner-yacht Novel- 
ette, which was driven ashore. The 
yacht is badly damagei and is likely 
to go to pieces. :

THE SHIPPING. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—The flerce gale 
which began late Saturday still con- 
tinues. The wind is strong from the 
northwest, with no sign of abatement. 
No vessels left this port this morning. 
The only vessel arriving up to 10 o’clock 
is the steamer Menemesha from Mid- 
dlesboro. The steamer Nacoyhee from 
Savannah, the Seminole from Charles- 
ton and two old Dominion boats frum 
Norfolk ‘and Richmond, due yesterday, 
have not arrived. Other steamers due 
yesterday are the Allianca from Colon 
and Elmore from New Orleans. The 
steamers due today are Schiedam from 
Amsterdam, Kaiser Wilhelm from Ge- 
noa, Aller from Bremen, Anchoria from 
Glasgow, Civic from Liverpool, Croft 
from Dundee, Liandaff City from 
Swansea and Istrea from Smyrna. 

SOMEWHAT ABATED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—Reports 
received from Delta breakwater and 
points along the Atlantic Coast indi- 
cate that the severe northeasterly 
storm abated somewhat during the 
night. The wind at noon was blowing 
thirty-five miles an hour, and the tides 
running high, doing much damage. 

SHIPPING BLOCKADED. 

BOSTON, Oct. 12.—The West India 
hurricane which has swept the New 
England Coast the past thirty-six 
hours with almost unparalleled severity 
is subsiding tonight. Not a vessel of 
any description has left port since late 
Saturday afternoon. Every point along 
the coast from Newport to Eastport re- 
ports practically the same condition, 
and there is an entire absence of any 
kind of shipping outside harbors. The 
highest wind velocity in this city was 
shortly before. noon, when fifty miles an 
hour was recorded. At Block Island 
the wind reached a maximum of eighty 
miles this morning. Along the Maine 
coast ‘the storm was not 80 severe, 

AN EXCITING PASSAGE, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—-The North 
German Lloyd steamers from Bremen 
and Cherbourg, and the Kaiser Wil- 
helm from Genoa and Gibraltar, ar- 
rived almost simultaneously at quar- 
antine this evening. Both had hove 
to for several hours outside the bar 
waiting for a chance to cross. 

The steam station boat Alaska, with 
her complement of pilots had an- 
chored all night under _ shelter of 
Sandy Hook, and made four unsuc- 
cessful attempts to return to her sta- 
tion between the lightships this morn- 
ing. h time the tall waves swept

her deck and the flying spume chut 
off all sight from her captain. Finally, 
at 3:30 o’clock on the fifth attempt, 
the Alaska regained her station. 
Shortly afterward the big liners Al- 
ler, Kaiser Wilhelm, Cevic and An- 
choria, which had been hove to, well 

shore, turned their heads toward. 
the lightship and pilots were put on 
board each. 

The Aller had a stormy passage al- 
most from the time of leaving, yes- 
terday morning. when near Nantucket 
the wind increased to a furious gale, 
blowin< with a force of 11 deg. heau- 
fort scale. It was from northwest 
and the course of the ship was direct 
in before. The Aller was off . Fire 
Island at about 10:30 o’clock this 
morning. She slowed up her engines 
and slowly crept to the neighborhood 
of the lightship. The Kaiser Wil- 
helm had generally fine weather 
from Gibraltar. until yesterday morn- 
ing, when the hurricane overtook her. 
She plunged and rolled in the huge 
seas, making all hands uncomfortable, 
but sustained no damage. Amon,’ the 
passengers on board were seventy 
members of Col. Mapleson’s Imperial 
Opera Company. 

The steamers Anchoria and the 
White Star freighter Cevic anchored 
in quarantine shortly after sundown. 
Owing to the height of the gale and 
Strong tide the marine reporters were 
unable to board either vessel. 

AT ATLANTIC CITY. 

ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.,) Oct. 12.— 
The storm which burst upon this part 
of the country shows no sign of abat- 
ing. Reports coming in from cutlying 
districts show that much damege2 had 
been done along the coast by the Ligh 
tides. The city is cut off from the out- 
side world, both railroad companies 
posting notices that trains could not be 
run in or out of the city. 

This afternoon Charles Mason and 
his family were driven out of their 
home by the water. A simular case is 
reported from Chelsea, where Mr. end 
Mrs. Whittaker were taken in a toat 
from their home on “humraocks.” 
About 6 o’clock tonight the »rigantine 
steamboat wharf, 300 feet in length, 
was washed away, and a frame bui!d- 
ing adjoining the ill-fated Casino, 
where the Elk disaster happened two 
years ago, was’ torn down by the 
waves. The wreck of the schooner Met. 
calf, which did so much damage tu the 
iron pier, came ashore today. 


TROLLEY CAR’S FLIGHT.

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—At the na- 
tional Republican headquarters today, 
after a conference of the entire Execu- 
tive Committee, the following state- 
ment was given out: 

“The election of McKimley and Ho- 
bart is an accomplished and assured 
fact. They will receive 270 electoral 
votes, Bryan will receive 110, and there 
are six States, having sixty-seven elec- 
toral votes, which are doubtful, but 
the probabilities at present point to 
the fact that these sixty-seven will go 
into the Republican column and be 
added to the 270 now assured for Mc- 
Kinley and Hobart. This is the status 
today. We have the election, and will 
hold it. The opposition has abandoned 
the East.

THE MATTER OF FUSION, 


An Important Conference of Populist 
Comitteemen Today. 
(®Y ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Chairman 
Butler of the Populist National Com- 
mittee left for Chicago todfy to attend 
the conference of national committee- 
men tomorrow. This meeting is ex- 
pected to be an important one. It will 
probably deal with the question of 
fusion between Democrats and Popu- 
lists on electoral tickets. There has 
been some criticism in certain quarters 
of the course of the Populist committee 
in the matter of fusion, especially in 
Colorado and Kansas, in which States 
Watson receives no recognition. 

There may be an effort to secure a 
change in those States, so as to gtve 
Watson representation. It is probable 
Senator Butler will make a full ex- 
planation of his course to the commit- 
tee with the view to securing its in- 
dorsement, and an effort will be made 
to have the committee agree upon an 
address to the country. It is belleved 
that Watson's letter in regard to the 
Vice-Presidential nomination will not 
be made public until after the result of 
the conference is known. 


McKINLEY’S CALIAIRS, 


Present Him with a 
Cane from Blaine’s Home. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CANTON, Oct. 12.—The two delega- 
tions announced for today came on a 
special train of eleven coaches which 
reached here shortly before 1 o'clock. 
They were organizel into marching 
clubs, mostly, uniformed. Owing to 
the rain the delegation was taken to 
the Tabernacle, where Maj. McKinley 
responded to the introductory §  ad- 
dress of George V. Lawrence, ex-mem- 
ber of Congress and an octogenarian." 
In the course of his address to the 
Monogahela, Pa., delegation, Maj. Mc- 
Kinley said: 

“Western Pennsylvania is filled with 
many proud and historic memories. I¢ 
registers the birthplace of that splendid 
parliamentarian and gifted statesman, 
James G. Blaine. It is very gratifying 
to me to receive from the hands of 
the Fayette Club this beautiful cane 
made’ out of wood from Mr. Blaine’s 
home in which he was born at Browns- 
ville, and I assure you that it will 
always be preserved and kept in my 
family as a precious souvenir. 

“You are fortunate, too, in having 
at one time among your citizens of 
Fayette county that illustrious finan- 
cier, Albert Gallatin, who became the 
first Secretary of the Treasury under 
Thomas Jefferson in 1801, and who 
filled that great office twelve years and 
is known in the history of our country 
as one of the greatest secretaries we 
ever had, ranking with Alexander 
Hamilton. 

“I do not know anything that will 
preserve the credit and honor of the 
government better than protection, for 
it is a proud fact in American his- 
tory that in all the years, at least for 
the most part, under which we have 
had a protective tariff, we have always 
had ample revenues to conduct the ex- 
penses of the government. Now that 
policy wisely and judiciously applied 
in public law is one of the first and 
most important acts for the people to 
perform. They cannot perform it, how- 
ever, without a Republican Congress 
and a Republican President. The only 
power that can elect a Republican Con- 
gress lies in the American people, and 
the only power that can make a pro- 
tective tariff resides in the Amercan 
people. 

“By your ballots three weeks from 
tomorrow, you, in conjunction with 
your fellow-citizens in every part of 
the country, will determine whether or 
not that policy shall prevail for the 
next four years. My fellow-cttizens, I 
am in favor of that policy for another 
reason, because, while it provides ‘ade- 
quate revenue for the government, it 
encourages the industries and occupa- 
tion of the American people. 

“There is a notion in some quarters 
that we need to bring about prosperity 
with free silver. I do not believe it 
would be any freerer under free coin- 
age to you than it is now. There 
would be just one way for the %rvork- 
ingman to get it and that wohld be 
to earn it. There would be juégt 
way for the farmer to get it an t 
would be to sell his products. There 
would be just one way for the mer- 
chant to get it—a good, old-fashioned 
way—which would be to sell his goods 
over his counter and give something 
for the money. That is the only way 
you could get it if we cojned all the 
silver of the world. Besides, did it 
ever occur to you that money does not 
make work? Work makes money. 
There is just as much money in this 
country today as there was from 1870 
to 1890 and more. It is work that-puts 
money into circulation. 

“Money does not want to be idle any 


more than labor wants to be idle. The 
man who has money wants that money 
to be earning something, and the only 
reagon he does not put it out now is be- 
cause he is afraid he will never get it 
back, or will get it back In a depre- 
ciated currency. And when he does 
not put it out, and {t does not circulate, 
then there Is no work. When you have 
idle men and idle money. distress and 
suffering prevail. Now, I do not know 
what you think about it, but I think 
you cannot ‘have money too good. The 
money that will buy the most is the 
money you want, and what you want 
now is an opportunity to earn it. You 
cannot earn it through the mints, but 
through the mills, mines, factories and 
by honest toil. We can only do the 
best we knuw how in this world. We 
can only follow the path as God gives 
us the light. 

“I believe that with returning con- 
fidence—and confidence is half the 
capital of the world—money will come 
out from its hiding-place, be invested 
in enterprises all over the country, and 
put idle men to work, and so believing, 
I stand for that policy which will most 
surely restore confidence.” 


IT WORE NO CLOTHES. 


WHY THE BOSTON LIBRARY TRUS- 
TEES REJECTED A STATUE. 


A Too-suggestive Creation of Seulp- 
tor MacMonnles is Boxed Up and 
Left to the Gloem of a Cellar. 
Paris Was Hungry for It. 


THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE) 

BOSTON, Oct. 12.—(Special Dispatch) 
Boston has refused to accept a bronze 
bacchante by MacMonnieg for the new 
public library. The statue is too sug~ 
gestive of immorality and thrist for 
the Puritan town. At a meeting of the 
Art Commission Friday it was finally 
decided to reject it, and today Edward 
Robinson, curator of the Museum of 
Fine Arts, and secretary of the Art 
Commission, sent the following minute . 
to the trustees of the library: 

“Voted, that the secretary .be ime 
structed to inform the trustees of the 
Public Library that, while recognizing 
the remarkable technical mertts of 
MacMonnies’s statue of a bacchante as 
a work of art, this commission does 
not regard it as suited to the Publile 
Library building.”’ 

This decision of the Art Commission 
is final, and the trustees must reject 
the gift. The statue ig one of the best 
things the sculptor ever did. It is in 
bronze, seven feet tall, a nude figure of 
a woman. In her left arm she carries 
a child, while in her right hand, extend- 
ed high over her head, is a bunch of 
grapes. The woman is dancing, with @ 
laugh on her face. The whole statue 
is expressive of joy and freedom. 

Paris thought so much of the statue 
when it was unable to getit that it 
had a replica made. The original, now 
in Boston, is owned by Charles F. Mce- 
Kim, architect of the library. McKim 
bought the statute. and after he re- 
ceived it found he had no place in his 
house where he could place it. He 
therefore presented it to the museum 
of Boston’s new library. The middle of 
the library building is a court, sur- 
rounded by a colonnade, and it was Me- 
Kim’s design to have it set in the mid- 
dle of the court, where it could be seen 
to the best advantage. 

The statue was sent to Boston and 
exhibited. Immediately a hue and cry 
was raised by a large section of the 
enlightened inhabitants of the modern 
Athens. That the statue was beautiful 
and a masterly work of art, they all 
admitted, but it was sensual, immoral 
and totally unfit for young boys and 
girls to look at. There were @ few 
who contested this idea, but the Puri- 
tans won the day. The statue was 
boxed up and remanded to the depths 
of the cellar of the library, where & 
now is. 


WANTED AN ”ANGEL.” 


A Bookseller Gives Interesting Tes- 
'timony About Lady Scott. 
LONDON, Oct. 12..—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Lady Scott, mother-in-law of 
Earl Russell, who charges her with 
criminal libel, was arraigned at Bow- 
street Police Court today, in company 
with John Cockerton, a marine engi- 
neer, and Fred Kast, a German, who 
are jointly accused with her. 
Counsel detailed at length the un- 
happy married life of the prosecutor, 
the suit for divorce brought against 
him by the countess and the unsuc- 
cessful suit of the latter more recently 
for the restitution of the conjugal re- 
lation. In so doing, counsel alluded te 
the most serious charges made by the 
Countess and subsequently retracted; 
touched upon the reflections cast upon 
H. A. Roberts, master of Bath Col- 
lege, who successfully sued the Coun- 
tess for damages as a result. Kaseé 
and Cockerton, it appears, were em- 
ployed on Earl Russefl’s yacht in 1887. 
A bookseller named Carrez testified 
that Lady Scott brought him docu- 
ments to print and send to lawyers, 
lords, and a long list of members of the 
House of Commons, clubs, heads of col- 
leges, etc., which contained the libel 


complained of. 

Lady Scott, Carrez testified, also 
wrote Him as follows: “I want you to 
find me a rich American gentleman to 
help me through with these expenses 
with a view to marriage. I have plenty 
of good offers, but I must get riches.” 

Lady Scott, Cockerton and Kast weré 
committed for trial. 


IN GUAYAQUIL’S RUINS. 


One Hundred Charred Bodies Foun&® 
Fresh Incendiary Efforts. 
(@Y ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—According to 
the Herald’s correspondent in Guaya- 
quil, Ecuador, fresh attempts of in- 
ecendiary nature have been made. 
Several alarming fires have occurred 
in parts of the city not touched by the 
great conflagration, but the vigilance 
of the firemen prevented them from 
spreading. Several more arrests have 
been made in connection with these 
fires. 

A large meeting has just been hel

Attempt to Perpetuate the Lumber

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Quite a party of miners 
who were passengers on the Alaska 
Commercial Company's steamer Bertha 
visited the mint today to dispose of gold 
they brought down from the Yukon 
jplacer fields. In all the lucky ones 
lugged $140,000 worth of valuable yel- 
low dust up to the mint counter. The 
biggest and heaviest sack was carried 
by Napoleon Huet, who has been dig- 
ging for some years along the Miller 
Creek Guich in Alaska. Huet had about 
eixty pounds, worth about $12,000. He 
worked in much the same locality as 
Johnny Miller, whom the Bertha 
brought down on her last trip with 264 
pounds of gold, worth $55,000. 

The greater part of the gold-dust 
wealth of the Bertha’s passenger list 
was held by twelve men. J- E. Spurr, 
who led the United States Geological 
Survey expedition party over Chilkat 

ass and down the Yukon on an in- 
vestigation tour, says there is gold in 
Alaska, but one must dig for it there 
just as in other gold fields. 

The situation, as his party found it 
in the Yukon mining localities, was not 
one to allure men without capital and 
health. As nearly as he could find out, 
Johnny Miller took $55,000 worth of gold 
out of the Miller River Gulch, and left 
the Yukon with the biggest haul ever 
made by one man. 


THE MONTEREY SHOOTING, 


Abiger Exonerated by the Coroner's 
Jury Yesterday. 
' MONTEREY, Oct. 12—An inquest 
was held this morning over the re- 
mains of Count Wolfgang Ballestrem, 
shot and killed at his cabin by his 
artist partner, Charles Abiger. The 
coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
accidental death, exonerating Abiger of 
all blame, accepting his explanation 
that the gun had been discharged acci- 
dentally. Many adverse comments on 
the verdict of the coroner’s jury have

ranchers. 
At the Ballestrem inquest Coroner 


Gordon presided. The witnesses were 
Manuel Freitas, John Vierra, Justice 
Michaelis, Constable Hernandez and 
Charlies Abiger. Freitas said Abiger 
called him about five minutes after the 
report of the gun, about 9 o’clock. VIi- 
erra says he was supping with Freitas 
about 8 o'clock, when they heard the 
shot. When he arrived at Ballestrem's 
cabin Abiger gave him the gun. He 


. stood it against the house. 


Michaelis testified: “Was called at 10 
e’clock Saturday night. Arrived at the 
scene at 11:45 p.m. Abiger was walk- 
ing from the house with a lantern in 
~ hand. Upon arrival I called out to 

biger, but got no response. Had-by 

t time gone.to the rear of the house. 
found him in a back room. I ex- 
amined‘ the shotgun and found the 
shells gone. Know Abigér and Balles- 
trem to have been firm friends.”’ 

Ballestrem was a member of the Mis- 
sion Turnverein of San Francisco. A 
card among his papers shows payment 
of dues for November and December, 
1895. Abiger gave statement 
of the shooting, e contradicted the 
testimony of all other witnesses as to 
the time, and gave his version of the 
accident. He denied having written 
the note, “B. died 11:30 p.m.,” which 
was found in the room where the 
corpse lay. He says the gun was dis- 
charged by Ballestrem slipping during 
@ scuffie. An inspection of the body 
showed no powder marks on Balles- 
trem’s clothes or person.

Fourteen Hundred Dollars Taken 
from an Oakland Man's Safe.

OAKLAND, Oct. 12.—The disappear- 
ance of $1400 from a safe in the dwell- 
ing of Herman Smith on Third street 
has been reported to the police.

COYOTE-SCALP CLAPM, 


The State Board of Examiners Will 
Investigate Them.

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 12.—The State 
Board of Examiners held a short meet- 
ing today relative to coyote-scalp 
claims, and passed a resolution con- 
cerning the same. These claims are 
Scattered all over the State, and an 
appropriation by the last Legislature 
for their payment was vetoed by Gov. 


Budd on the ground that there was 


evidence that many of the claims were 
fraudulent, and he wanted more time 
in which to investigate them. 

The Board of Examiners claim to 
have in its possession overwhelming 
evidence of the fact that thousands of 
prairie wolves’ scalps were shipped into 
the State and presented to county clerks 
as coyote scalps. This information 1s 
in the shape of the original boxés in 
which the scalps were shipped, to- 
gether with the shipping receipts. 

The board has decided to meet on 
November 12 to proceed with an in- 
vestigation of the claims. Gov. Budd 
says he thinks the fraudulent claims 
will aggregate $50,000. 


CHUNG SHEE WILL STAY. 


Court of Appeals Decides Against 
the Government. 
@Y ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB) 

SAN FRANCISCO, October 12.—The 
United States Court of Appeals held 
with the lower courts today in the 
case of the United States vs. Chung 
Shee, which has attracted consider- 
able attention, and the government's 
motion for a writ of error was denied. 

Chune Shee is a Chinese woman who 
first sought entry at this port in 
June, 1893, on the ground that she 
was the wife of a Chinese merchant 
residing here. She was denied land- 
ing by the collector, and ordered de- 
ported by the District Court. In Jan- 
uary, 1894, she presented herself to 
the customs authorities at Portland. 
Or.. under the name of Lum Lin Yirg 
and claimed the right to land as the 
wife of Chung Chew, a Chinese mer- 
chant residing there. The collector 
denied her petition, but the District 
Court on reviewing the case found 
that while Chung Shee had not been 
legally wedded to Chung Chew, she 
ad come to this country to marry 
him, and could not be disappointed. 

Once landed Chune Shee remo. 2d to 
Los Angeles, where she was arrested 
as a laborer, unregistered and illegally 
in the country. The commissioner who 
heard the case ordered the woman de- 
ported. but the District Court reversed 
his decision and the case was carried 
upon a government appeal. The Ap- 
paiate Court decides that since the 

istrict Court of Oregon landed the 
woman its judgment cannot be at- 
tacked except on grounds of fraud. 


DEFAULTER RYAN. 
The Foresters’ Ex-Treasurer Has 
Given Himself Up. 
(BI ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—Henry 
Ryan, the defaulting treasurer of the 
Ancient Order of Foresters, surren- 
dered himself this morning. . 

Ryan has been wanted since May on 
a charge of embezzlement.

MASPETH (L. I.,) Oct. 12.—The Em- 
pire Athletic Club held its second box- 
ing tournament of the season tonight. 
The first event was a ten-round “go” 
at catch weights, between Dick O’Brien 
of Boston and Dick Moore of St. Paul. 
The second and principal bout of the 
night was a twenty-round contest at 
140 pounds between the colored boxers, 
Joe Walcott of Boston and “Scaldy” 
Bill Quinn of Pennsylvania. 

There were about three thousand peo- 
ple present when Moore and O’Brien 
entered the ring. O’Brien had a shade 
the better of the opening round, but in 
the second he came very near going 
out from the effects of three straight 
lefts on the face, and after Moore had 
swung a hard right on the jaw, the 
gong saved O’Brien. Moore held a de- 
cided advantage during the third 
round, but in the fourth O’Brien made 
the contest very interesting. Both 
played for body and face, but O’Brien 
did not please the experts by his fancy 
movements, 


In the fourth round Moore fought 
cleverly, but O’Brien went back at him 
with rapid work, using both hands on 
the body and face. Moore protected 
his jaw with the left mitten, but the 
force of one blow was so strong that 
it reached Moore’s jaw and the Bt. 
Paul man went down and out in short 
order. The time of the last round was 
2m.

First round—Quinn led off with a left 
on face.

Thirteenth round — Walcott landed 
heavily on the head and jaw with 
right and left.

It develops that National Commit- 
teeman Reed last week informed Sena- 
tor Butler by wire that unless division, 
as Watson desires, was made, there 
will be. trouble in those two States. 
Senator Butler replied that he was 
powerless to do anything, but that 
the National Committee would meet 
in Chicago some time in the near fu- 
ture, and ask Watson to meet him 
there. It was finally determined that 
Reed would meet the committee in 
Chicago and would represent Watson. 

The Journal correspondent has re- 
ceived reliable information that if a

.rado, Watson would then bow to the

"NO WATSON, NO BRYAN.” 


The Georgian Tail-ender Enlarges 
on the Theme. 
(Y ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—A special to 


the World from Thompson, Ga., has 
the. following: 


“New York papers have alluded to 
the editorial ‘No Watson, No Bryan,’ 
which appeared in the People’s Party 
paper of last week, and they attrib- 
uted it to me. This is erroneous. I 
resigned the editorship of the People’s 
Party paper just after the campaign 
opened. James Sibley, the present 
editor, wrote the article alluded to. 
Neither directly nor indirectly am I 
responsible for it- It represented his 
individual sentiments, and he.had the 
right to express them. 

“My own position is different. From 
the beginning of the campaign I have 
given my loyal adherence to the St. 
Louis compromise ticket, and shall 
continue to do so to the end. I would 
make any personal sacrifice not in- 
volving honor and principle to aid Mr. 
Bryan, regardless of the consequences 
of my political fortunes. My protest 
against fusion is not so much that it 
pushes me off the ticket, as that it 
compels Populists to vote for a man 
who does not represent their principles 
and whom their national convention re- 
jected at St. Louis. 

“Partly for that reason, Populists 
seeing this grew discontented and their 
discontents threatened the success of 
Bryan. Especially does the situation 
in Kansas and Colorado endanger 
Bryan’s success in other States. The 
fact that these Populist States have 
put out no Populist ticket, and the 
entire electoral vote has been sold to 
the Democrats for local offices spread 
indignation among the Populists in 
every State in the Union. I have min- 
gled among the people in this cam- 
paign more informally .than any of 
the candidates or any of their mana- 
gers, and I know Populist resentment 
at the manner in which their party 
is being wrecked by mere place-hunt- 
ers jeopardizes Mr. Bryan most se- 
riously. 

“For the sake of preserving our party 
organization, insuring the success of 
the reform principles and _ solidifying 
the Populist vote for Mr. Bryan, I have 
repeatedly asked that pustice be done 
the Populist national ticket in Kansas

and Colorado. I have also felt free to 
condemn the deal in North Carolina by 
which Populists’ votes are expected to 
give a majority in the electoral col- 
lege to Mr. Sewall. 

“This arrangement is not only unjust 
on the face of it, but may defeat it- 
self by disgusting the Populists. In 
other words, it has seemed to me that 
the very best way to assure Mr. Bryan 
the Populist vote necessary to his elec- 
tion was to treat the Populists fairly as 
friends, comrades, allies, not as mere 
political Hessians, who had been hired 
to fight and could be disposed of as the 
whims and selif-interests of the hirers 
might dictate. In continually calling 
attention to this weak point in our 
mines, my purpose has been to help 
Mr. Bryan, not to hurt him. At no 
time have I uttered the sentiment that 
Bryan must be defeated unless a Wat- 
son could be elected. At no time have 
I harbored such a feeling. 

“At this time, as upon all other oc- 
casions, I have felt the supreme im- 
portance of Mr. Bryan's election fe- 
gardless of what might happen to 
either Sewall or Watson, but I have 
also felt that, in their stubborn, un- 
yielding and insulting policy of try- 
ing to force the Populists to vote for

The Buckley Cohorts Will ’’Rustie”’ 
for Signatures.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12. — The 
Buckley General Committee held a 
meeting yesterday at which nearly all 
the members of that wing of Democ- 
racy were present. It was decided that 
thé work of securing names to the peti- 
tion of the “Anti-Charter Democratic 
Party,”” under which designation the 
faction will go on the ticket, should 
be prosecuted vigorously. 

The Republican party of San Fran- 
cisco will have no trouble in getting on 
the ticket by petition. The manner in 
which reputable citizens are crowding 
forward to sign the petitions being cir- 
culated, shows that the Republican 
ticket will receive the full support of 
the party, and that the efforts of the 
bolters to defeat it will be overridden 
by a storm of protesting voters. The 
Republican leaders say the petition of 
nominees will bear at least 15,000 
names when it is filed, though less 
than 2000 are required. 

Nearly 3000 names that had been 
placed on the petitions were rejected, 
as they had been signed by friends of 
the persons bearing them at the request 
of the latter. It was decided that no 
signature should appear on the cer- 
tificate that was not in every way reg- 
ular and signed by the parties in per- 
son. The certificate with the accom- 


panying petition will probably be filed 
today. 


REPUBLICAN NOMINATIONS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—The reg- 
ular Republican nominations for mu- 
nicipal and legisltive offices were ten- 
dered to Registrar Hinton late this af- 
ternoon by a petition bearing several 
thousand names, under the designation 
of “Citizens’ Republican Pur-y.” 

Early in the day a similar petition 
had been offered for filing by the A.P. 
A. organization under the title of “Citi- 
zens’ Independent Party.” <A ve 
protest was entered upon behalf of the 
latter against the use of the word ‘‘Cit- 
izens” by the Republican party, the 
claim being made that the Independent 
petition had been first filed. 

Registrar Hinton disposed of this pro- 
test by citing the fact that the Citizens’ 
non-partisan party had been the first 
to file its claim to that title and if the 
Independents’ protest held good as to 
the Republicans, it was equally as 


forcefully applied to the Independents. 


The protest was not insisted upon. The 
question of filing both petitions was 
taken under advisement. 

The junta wing of the Democracy 
met with defeat today ‘n an effort to 
prevent the Buckley nominees from 
going on the ticket under the designa- 
tion of “anti-charter Democratic 

arty.” An appeal to the courts to

WAITE BOBS UP. 


The Almost-Forgotten Ana 

Will Support Bryan and W 
‘DENVER, Oct, 12.—In an open letter 
to the people of Colorado, ex-Gov. Da- 
vis H. White, candidate for Governor 
of the “middle-of-the-road’’ Populist 
ticket, declares the regular Populist 
convention in this State betrayed the 
party. by its failure to recognize the 
candidacy of Watson for the Vice-Pres- 
idency, and then adds: 

“In spite of all gangs and rings in 
the State, I will support Bryan and 
Watson, and I most solemnly renounce 
Charlies S. Thomas, Isaac N. Stevens, 
Thomas M. Patterson and the devil and 
all their works.” 

Waite proposes to remain in the field 
as candidate until the election and 
to work for the defeat of the Bryan 
and Sewall electoral ticket. 

RULED AGAINST THE NAME. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—In the Su- 
preme Court of Kings county today, 
Judge Clement decided in favor of the 
Democratic County Committee’s protest 
against the use upon the official ballot 
of the designation, ‘“‘National Demo- 
cratic’ by the gold-standard Democrats 
and Shepard faction. Judge Clement 
says: “The political party name of Na- 
tional Democratic party is substantially 
the same as the regular Democratic 
party, and infringes upon the right of 


use thereof by the political party 
known as the regular Democratic 
party.”’ 


The matter will at once be taken be- 
fore the Appellate Court for further 
argument. A writ of mandamus is 
asked to compel the election commis- 
sioners to put the names of the Shep- 
ard party nominees on the ballots un- 
der the head of the National Demo- 
cratic party. ‘ 


BAYARD REPUDIATES BRYAN. 

WILMINGTON (Del.,) Oct. 12.—In a 
letter to Samuel Bancroft, Jr., editor 
of Every Evening, Thomas F. Bayard, 
Ambassador to Great Britain, has re- 
pudiated the platform and nominees of 
the Democratic National Convention 
and advises constitutional Democrats 
to vote for Palmer and Buckner. 

_ The letter is in part as follows: 

“It seems scarcely possible that any 
one could be in doubt in relation to 
my personal opinion upon the serious 
issue now placed before our country- 
men by the machinery of the several] 
political organizations.

PALMER AT DETROIT. 

DETROIT (Mich.,) Oct. 12..—T wo can- 
didates of the National Democratic 
party appeared this afternoon before 
an audience which entirely filled the 
Auditorium. When they entered the 
hall, escorted by several prominent 
Democrats, the audience ardse and 
cheered. Hon. Don M. Dickinson pre- 
sented Postmaster John H. Enright as 
chairman of the meeting as “a stalwart 
Democrat from Detroit, who fired the 
first gun at the Chicago convention.” 
After a brief address Enright presented 
Gen. Palmer, who wag enthusiastically 
received. 

Gen. Palmer was cheered repeatedly 
by those present, most of whom arose 
to their feet. He said that he would 
not discuss the attacks made against 
the right of the United States to enforce 
its own laws, but would talk about the 
currency question. 

“Mr. Bryan proposes,” said he, “to 
add to the currency already in circula- 
tion by the coinage of silver. Unless 
the free-silver men can make a dollar 
under their free-coinage act, of equal 
acceptability with our present money, 
all the other money will disappepar and 
you will have as currency only the 
money provided by free coinage. What- 
ever free coinage fails to add to the 
47 cents that the standard silver dollar 
is worth above its bullion value, will 
be a public loss on our $430,000,000, our 
present circulation. Mr. Bryan claims 
that under free coinage, silver and 
gold will meet at some point and that 
that will be the standard; but nobody 
has ever been able 0 say where that 
point is. People talk about a 53-cent 
dollar. I do not know whether it 
would be a 53-cent dollar or a 60-cent 
dollar, and I know as much about it 
as anybody else.” 

In conclusion, in speaking of party 
authority, Gen. Palmer congratulated 
himself upon being a free resident of 
a free country, and as such free to do 
his own voting in the fear of God. For 
himself, he would prefer to live under a 
righteous monarchy than to submit to 
such principles as those declared by 
the Chicago platform.

A Cleveland (O.) dispatch says it is generally 
believed among the leading Catholic clergy 
in that city that Bishop Horstmann of the 
Cleveland diocese will be tendered the posi- 
tion of rector of the Catholic University at 
Washington, made vacant by the resignation 
of Bishop Keane. The bishop, who is at pres- 
ent in the East, has given out nothing con- 
cerning the appointment, but it is said that 
he has been privately notified that he is the 
choice of the Pope, and that his visit in the 
East is for the purpose of making the neces- 
sary arrangements for taking on his new 
duties. 

A trust deed for $2,000,000 was filed in the 
County. Recorder’s office at Chicago yester- 
day, executed by Studebaker Bros. in favor 
of the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, to 
secure an issue of $2,000,000 first-mortgage 
gold-bearing bonds. The mortgage covers the 
entire plant, franchise, patents and rights of 
the company at South Bend, Ind.

It has been in contem- 
plation for several months, and I believe the 
bonds are placed with a New York concern. 
All general obligations will be canceled by 
the issue.” 

A special to the New York Herald from Val- 
paraiso, Chile, says a Cabinet meeting has 
just been held at which the financial question 
was discussed. It was proposed by a member 
of the Finance Committee recently appointed 
to issue paper currency. Another . member 
proposed that the conversion fund be thrown 
into circulation, and that customs tariffs be 
raised. The proposals were all rejected. Only 
three members of the Finance Committee 
favor a return to a paper currency. The Fi- 
nance Minister confirms the statement that 
the deficit for the current year in the public 
revenuc will be 10,000,000 pesos. In official 
circles it ig hinted that the number of those 
who favor the repeal of the conversion law 
is larger than the government cares to admit.

AMERICAN SAILORS. 


Not Ready to Take Part in the In- 
ternational Federation.

CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—The sailors of the 
United States have decided to take no part 
in the proposed international effort to secure 
an advance in wages or to engage in an in- 
ternational strike. In submitting his official 
report to the organization, C. J. Elderkin, 
secretary of the International Union, says: 

‘During the month the Executive Board has 
voted on the uestion submitted by the British 
Seamen's Union, respecting the formation of 
an international federation of maritime work- 
ers. The unanimous opinion of the Executive 
Board is that. while heartily in favor of a 
world-wide union, there are needs of a federa- 
tion among ourselves. 

“It is true the International Seamen's Union 
of America has attained a position of which 
it may be reasonably proud, but the seamen 
must be better organized than at present. 
Moreover, the other maritime craft must be 
thoroughly organized in their own ranks and 
then federated nationally. When this is ac- 
complished, the question of international fed- 
ration will be within the scope of national 
discussion.”’

The regular monthly meeting will 
be held next Tuesday evening, October 
13, 1896, at the Friday Morning Club 
Hall, No. 330% South Broadway.

At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee held September 26, a resolution, 
introduced by Abbot Kinney, was 
passed as follows: “The Southern Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sciences send 
greeting: 

“Resolved, that the welfare of South- 
ern California demands the preserva- 
tion of the mountain watersheds. The 
only serious damage to the mountain 
watersheds and government forest res- 
ervations in this part of California is 
due to fire. Forest fires diminish the 
water-holding power of the mountains, 
diminish the summr flow of springs 
and streams and increase torrent and 
flood action. 

“Resolved, that we believe a system 
of management with a forest patrol 
is an immediate essential for the safety 
of the large horticultural, farming and 
city population of our valley. 

“Resolved, that we invite your co- 
operation in securing such manage- 
ment for our mountain forests as will 
prevent the present destructive fires, 
and suggest that your organization 
forward appropriate resolutions to the 
President of the United States, and to 
the Secretary of the Intertor: also, 
our Senators and Reépresentatives in 
Congress.”’ 

The above resolution is being for- 
warded for signatures to the various 
scientific, educational and commercial 
institutions on the Coast.

SHE MAY PLEAD GUILTY 


MRS. CASTLE IN THE LIGHT OF AN 
IRRESPONSIBLE WOMAN. 


The Family Doctor Will Farnish 


Evidence That Her Mental Con- 
dition Has Been Unsatisfactory 
Since Her Child’s Birth. 


ASSOCIATED PRESS 

LONDON, Oct. 12—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) .Mrs. Castle, who with her hus- 
band, Walter M. Castle, a merchant of 
San Francisco, is held a prisoner at 
Holloway jail pending their arraign- 
ment on remand to Marlborough-street 
Police Court tomorrow, was examined 
today in prison by Dr. Savage, an em- 
Inent specialist on mental diseases. 
There appears to be no doubt that 
Mrs. Castle’s mental balance is sert- 
ously disturbed. During an interview 
which James R. Roosevelt, secretary of 
the United States Embassy, had with 
her, she kept saying: “Oh, my head! 
Oh, my head!”, She appeared quite 
dazed, and spoke incoherently. 

Evidence is on the way from the fam- 
lly doctor of the Castles in the United 
States which will show Mrs. Castle's 
mental condition to have been unsatis- 
Pactory since the birth of her child in 
1894, so much so at one time that it was 
suggested to place Mrs. Castle under 
partial restraint. It is expected Mrs, 
Castle will plead guilty to taking the 
articles found in the trunk without 
felonious intent. Mr. Castle pleaded 
not guilty. In the event of their non- 
acquittal the Castles will not submit 
to the jurisdiction of the Bow-street 
magistrate, but will request to be com- 
mitted for trial. Then the letters, tele- 
grams of sympathy, and indorsement of 
their high character and social and 
business standinz will be offered as 
urgent pleas for bail. Mr. and Mrs. 


Castile are confined in separate rooms 
at Holloway jail. 


THE FICKLE ENGLISH. 


Rosebery’s Speech Has a Billy-Roy 
Effeet for Peace. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—A Herald spe- 
cial from London says: 

“Public interest is still intent upon 
the new situation created by Lord 
Rosebery’s resignation and by his 
forcible speech, which makes him the 
hero of the hour. Seldom in politics 
has a single speech produced such @ 
decided, instantaneous effect. The na- 
tion is in a much better frame for tak- 
ing an impartial view of the eastern 
situation than it was three days ago. 

“A letter published in the European 
edition of the Herald, and addressed to 
it by an English member of Partla- 
mem, describes how the Armenian 
agitation meetings have been worked 
up. First and foremost, there are the 
Radical agent and the dissenting Min- 
ister, both of whom are under a cloud, 
which they hope will yet have a silver 
lining. The country is prosperous, Ire- 
land is quiet. There is no chance of 
bye-elections and the Radical agent 
must make a living somehow. He 
knows the Armenian business means 
money. The dissenting Minister loves 
to pose cheaply as the friend of hu- 
manity. On Sunday afternoon he se- 
cures men at his chapel whom he sees 
at no other time. His addresses are 
nominally social, but really politcal. 
All these proposals to support the gov- 
ernment contained veiled or open sug- 
gestions that if Mr. Gladstone were at 
the head of affairs, things would be 
different. Both, therefore, are inter- 
ested in making a \ 

“The recent visit of the Emperor of 
Russia to France indicates that all 
Europe is now in common accord to 
preserve peace, and will not let it be 
disturbed by” England or any one 
power. The people of England --e at 
last beginning to appreciate the fact 
that the Emperor of Russia, who is 
now the arbiter of peace, will not per- 
mit it to be disturbed by the isolated 
aggression of any one power acting 
without the assent of united Europe 
and in the way the noisy and uproari- 
ous bands of Gladstonian sentimental- 


ists strove so persistently to (bring 
about.” 


IT WAS ACCEPTED. 


Tart Reply of Secretary Olmey toe 
Henry Clay Smith. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The letter 
of Secretary Olney, accepting the resig- 
nation of Henry Clay Smith, appointed 
from Alabama as United States Con- 
sul at Santos, Brazil, reads: 

“I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of the registered letter of 
the 8th inst., addressed to the Presi- 
dent, and by him received in the due 
course of the mail on the afternoon of 
the 9th., the material contents of which 
however, appeared in at least one 
Washington paper on the evening of 
the 8th. In it you tender your resigna- 
tion of the office of Consul of the United 
States at Santos, Brazil. 

“It is not deemed a violent assump- 
tion that your resignation is tendered 
in well-grounded anticipation of the 
probable action of the President upon 
numerous charges of personal and of- 
ficial misconduct, some of which have 
been on file in this department for @ 
considerable period, all of which have 
been called to your attention and none 
of which you either refuted or satisfac- 
torily explained. 

“As stated, the aceptance of your 
resignation by relieving the public ser- 
vice of the injurious consequences of 
your connection with it, answers prac- 
tically all purposes which could be ac- 
complished by your dismissal. I am 
directed by the President to notify you 
that your resignation is accepted.” 


HER HEART TOUCHED. 


The Czarina Promises Assistance in 
Relieving Armenian Sufferers. 


LONDON, Oct. 12—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) The Czarina, before leaving 
Balmoral Castle for France, received 
a delegation of laborers, who called to 
ask for her support for the suffering 
Armenians. The audience was granted 
on condition that nothing should be 
said about it until Her Majesty left 
England. 

The delegation, it now appears, urged 
the Czarina to do something to stay 
the hand of the Sultan, Her Majesty 
replied that, so far, she had interfered 
but little in politics, although she was 
ready to do anything in her power to 
help bring about a crusade against 
existing conditions at Constantinople, 
adding: “A more womanly or Christian 
action than helping to alleviate the 
sufferings of the people of Armenie is 
hardly conceivable. Rest assured of 
my heartfelt interest In the cause you 
have at heart.”

We must not 
forget that nothing is cheap to the 
American people which comes from 
abroad when it intrudes upon our 


own laborers.”—(WILLIAM McKIN- 
LEY. 


One of the many happy remarks of 
Maj. McKinley is the following: 

“A Republican has no embarrassment 
in speaking to an American audience. 
He does not have to make a different 
speech for a different locality. What 
he would say to the people of West 
Virginia, or any other State South, he 
could say in New England or in the 
far West, or on the Pacific Coast, for 
the principles of the Republican party 
are as national as our flag.” 

How true this is and how greatly to 
be commended. Contrast it with the 
remarks made by the advocates of free 
silver, who in some sections of the coun- 
try pose as Populists, in others as 
Democrats, and still in others as that 
peculiar combination of the two com- 
monly known as the Popocrat. 


Present indications are that Oregon 
will line up as straight as a string on 
election day for McKinley, protection 
and sound money. The Portland Even- 
ing Telegram, in a late issue, says that 
it is not a question as to how Oregon 
will go this year. The only question 
at present, it adds, is whether the 
sound-money majority will be large 
enough to crush the life out of Bryan- 
ism in the State, or small enough to 


merely cripple it. 


ALL ELSE CAN WAIT. 


As the November election draws 
nearer and nearer, conservative and 
thoughtful men in all sections of the 
country ‘realize more and more acutely 
the fact that the supreme issue of this 
campaign is not free silver coinage, nor 
the tariff These are great and vital 
questions, but not the greatest and 
most vital questions of the hour. Back 
of them, and dominating all other is- 
sues, is the question as to whether this 
nation is to be governed by constitu- 
tional and statutory law or by mob 
law. In the presence of this superla- 
tive question, all others sink into in- 
significance As Maj. McKinley has 
so well and so tersely said: “Govern- 
ment by law must first be assured; 
everything else can wait.” 

Bryan and his followers strenuously 

object to being classed as Anarchists 
and revolutionists. They make a noisy 
pretense of being loyal to the Consti- 
tution and the laws. But they protest 
too much. The platform upon which 
Bryan stands speaks plainer than any 
words he has uttered or can utter on 
the subject. He has repeatedly de- 
clared that he is heartily in accord 
with every declaration of that plat- 
form, and that if elected he will see 
that its principles are carried out. 
These declarations contradict and nul- 
lify the Bryanite professions of loyalty 
to the Constitution and the laws; for 
the Chicago platform, in its denuncia- 
tion of the Federal courts and of the 
President of the United States ,for en- 
forcing the laws of the United States, 
is anarchistic and revolutionary. No 
explanations can explain away this 
damnable and disgraceful fact. No 
protestations can render it harmless or 
meaningless. It stands forth clearer 
and clearer as the day approaches on 
which the voters of this nation must 
decide to which of the great political 
parties the destinies of the republic 
shall be committed. 
There is no means of evading this 
great and paramount issue. It must be 
met and determined, one way or the 
other, by ballot, om the third day of 
November. It should be determined 
without passion or prejudice. It should 
be determined intelligently and on its 
merits. If thus determined, the ver- 
dict must inevitably be in favor of 
William McKinley and the principles 
he represents. Upon his side are ar- 
rayed the elements of good govern- 
ment, sound finance, safety, patriotism 
and prosperity. Upon the side of 
Bryan are arrayed the elements sub- 
versive of good government, the ele- 
ments of unsound finance, of danger, 
of hate, malice, envy, distrust, an- 
archy, business disaster and revolu- 
tion. Between these things the voters 
of this nation must choose. 

Can there be any reasonable doubt 
that their choice will be in favor of 
McKinley and national safety? To 
doubt that such will be the popular 
verdict would be to impugn the intel- 
ligence and patriotism of the American 
people. 

The campaign has progressed to a 
point where it has become the patriotic 
duty of every true American citizen 
to review for himself the situation of 
the country before he casts his vote; 
and then to take care to so vote as to 
avert a long train of evils, the end of 
which no man can foretell The vote 
for McKinley should be so overwhelm- 
ing and decisive as to set at rest for 
a generation the disturbing and dan- 
gerous issues which have unfortunately 
been forced to the front in this cam- 
paign. 


A TRIUMPH OF DECENCY. 


When Maj. McKinley declared, the 
other day, in one of his speeches, that 
a Republican victory in November 
would be no party triumph, he told an 
honest, heaven-born truth. It will be 
a national victory which the decency 
and honesty of all true Americans have 
won for the Republican ticket, regard- 
less of former partisan affiliations. At 
the close of the war President Lincoln 
did not hesitate to express the grati- 
tude he felt toward such loyal Demo- 
erats as Nesmith, Cornness and others 
in Congress who loved their country 
better than their party. And we are 
very badly mistaken in the character 
of William McKinley if we do not hear 
from him similar exclamations of 
heartfelt thankfulness to those honest 
and intelligent Democrats who rose 
superior to the trammels of party and 
declined, as Bourke Cockran said, “to 
follow Mr. Bryan into a crusade against 
common honesty.” 

Nor does the stalwart Cockran stand 
alone in his manly and vigorous ap- 
peal to the better senses of the Ameri- 
can people in behalf of, national honor 
and sound money. The other Demo- 
crats who believe in the perpetuation 
of our national credit are men dis- 
tinguished in the councils of the na- 
tion or on the battlefield. Abram S§S. 
Hewitt, one of the most conscientious 
legislators that New York ever sent to 
Congress, writes to a friend to say 
that “the Democratic convention at 
Chicago made a distinct declaration 
of war upon the Constitution of the 
United States.” 

Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, the one-legged 
hero of Gettysburg, and afterward a 
Democratic member of Congress from 
the Empire State, says: “I know Maj.

This old man was a school- 
boy when Napoleon’ was routed at 
Waterloo and Jackson was driving the 
British before him at Chalmette. He 
was a law student when Jackson was 
elected President, and, as a Senator, 
sat beside Clay and Webster, the two 
grandest orators that ever graced the 
American forum We cannot disregard 
the words of sagacious old men of his 
stamp. Nor do these complete the list, 
by any means. “The woods are full of 
‘em.” Om every side you meet men of 
Democratic education im early life, 
have become disgusted at the anarchis- 
tic sentiments expressed in the Chicago 
platform, and who are not satisfied 
with the pomimations of Palmer and 
Buckner that cannet carry a single 
State im the Unicon. These men be- 
lieve that, if a man wants to see Mc- 
Kinley eleeted, the best thing he can do 
is to vote for him outright. There are 
hundreds of men who do not want to 
lose their party standing and will talk 
Palmer for that reason, but when elec- 
tion day comes an@ Faber, the pencil- 
maker, is the supreme factor in Ameri- 
ean polities, they will be found making 
their X opposite the name of William 
McKinley. 

Review the great Ohio‘ commoner’s 
speeches to men of every nativity and 
every occupation, during the past three 
months, and what is the paramount 
sentiment contained therein? Love of 
country and love of home, first and 
foremost of all. He has displayed a 
knowledge of commercial technicali- 
ties that neither Walker nor Randall 
had ever presumed to master; and that 
knowledge has made him a singularly 
acceptable speaker to visiting delega- 
tions of wage-workers. But the great 
underlying sentiment in his speeches 
is the way that he seeks to dignify 
and ennoble the sanctity of American 
home life. 

That is one reason why the better 
and more intelligent Democrats, in 
this trying emergency, have come over 
to McKinley, because he represents all 
that is American in our nationality.

A BIG UNDERTAKING. 


To the Chicago Record, published | 


by Victor F. Lawson, is due one of the 
greatest undertakings ever attempted 
in @ political campaign, It is nothing 
less than a well-planned effort to ascer- 
tain in advance of the election on No- 
vember 3 the predominant sentiment 
of voters in all of the twelve central’ 
Western States; together with a com- 
plete poll of the registered voters of 
the city of Chicago. 

The reason, the Record says, why it 
has made selection of the twelve Cen- 
tral Western States is because it be- 
lieves they will hold the balance of 
power in the electoral college and de- 
termine the result of the Presidential 
election. 

Nothing on so extended a scale for 
such a purpose has before been at- 
tempted by any newspaper or even any 
political organization. A few figures 
will aid in showing the enormous 
amount of work and expense it in- 
volves. Letters will be mailed to 
750,000 individual voters in the twelve 
States alluded to. Each letter will 
contain a printed pamphlet explaining 
the object in view, also a postal card 
on which the voter will write the name 
of the candidate he intends voting for, 
the card to be mailed back to the 
Record office. These pamphlets are 
printed in English, German, Swedish, 
Norwegian, Polish, Italian, Bohemian, 
Russian and Hebrew, so that the pam- 
phiet sent the voter will be printed in 
the language which he is supposed to 
be most familiar with. The Record 
has appropriated $50,000 to provide for 
the cost of this work, but it is believed 
that the total expense may be all of 
$60,000. 

A number will be placed against the 
name of every voter to whom a letter 
is sent and a corresponding number 
placed on the postal card inclosed in 
it, so that if the voter does not want to 
sign his name to the card he need not 
do so, the number on it will enable 
the Record to know who it is from. 


Prince Hilkoff, the Russian Super- 
visor of Government Railways, says that 
a line of steamers, capable of making 
twenty knots per hour, will be placed 
on the route between San Francisco 
and Viadivostock, the terminus of the 
Siberian Railway, in about two years. 
That would undoubtedly be a great 
change in European travel, and the 
novelty of the route, if nothing else, 
would cause a large number of pleas- 
ure-seekers to go that way for a 
change. The Pacific Ocean is very 
much smoother than the Atlantic, 
which would be a great consideration 
with people who are in delicate health. 


Some people here cannot understand 
why Alvinza Hayward and Charles 
Lane, both owners of valuable gold 
properties in this State, are so anxious 
to have Bryan elected. If they would 
pause long enough to reflect over it 
they would see that the election of 
Bryan would lead up to the free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1; 
and that free coinage would enrich 
them and every other gold-producer by 
bringing gold up to a premium. Just 


now it is at par with us, and we hope 
to keep it so.

stump, But he said that he had been 
solicited repeatedly and urged s0 
strongly by the Bimetallic League of 
the United States, an association of 
persons devoted to furthering the inter- 
ests of silver, to make public speeches 
at different places under the auspices 
of said league that he agreed to do so, 
and that that was the reason of his 
presence in Phoenix.

_AT THE PLAYHOUSEsS. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER. Another 
of Augustin Daly’s adaptations from 
the German is “The Two Escutcheons,” 
in which the perennially. charming 
Frawley Company appeared last night 
to a house far beneath the merits of 
the performance in point of number, 
but one that was entertained to the top 
of its bent. 

The play has all the characteristics 

of German comedy, a comedy that some 
times degenerates into farce, but it is 
all as clean and sweet and bright as 
the roses after a rain, and the players 
last night fit into its gay and buoyant 
humor most délightfully. 
' Briefly told, it is a story of a rich 
Milwaukee widow, with a brewery on 
her hands at home, chaperoning a 
young American girl abroad who is so 
indiscreet as to fall in love with the 
eon of a German Baron and to wed 
him out of hand. This Baron is of the 
old line of German aristocracy, with a 
name reaching back to eleven hundred 
and something, and as proud of his an- 
cient lineage as a woman of her first 
baby. In addition to his pride, he has 
@ temper as testy as that of a man 
with the gout, and when he learns 
that his son’s flancé has a father who 
is a Chicago pork-packer, he nearly 
strangles with indignation. 

When the Chicago father and pork- 
packer, Thomas Foster (Harry Corson 
Clarke) learns that his daughter Mary 
(Hope Ross) is about to wed abroad, he 
concludes to give the young couple a 
surprise by showing up at the wedding. 
This Thomas Foster is self-made 
plutocrat who, though born in Berlin, 
is so Americanized that he has all the 
brands, earmarks and idiosyricrasies of 
the native American; and he is as 
proud of Chicago and his pig stickery 
as the Baron ven Wettengen (Maclyn 
Arbuckle) is of his ancient and honor- 
able ancestry. 

As a consequence, the two fathers- 
in-law clash at every meeting and their 
testy fits of temper and frequent disa- 
greements give rise to the play’s most 
ludicrous bits of comedy. Another 
character is Capt. von  Vinck (Frank 
Worthing,) a young German of leisure, 
eternally broke and always in debt, 
who falls into the hands of the young 
widow from Milwaukee(Blanche Bates,) 
who undertakes his financial reforma- 
tion and who so effectually reforms 
him that resolves to go to America 
and go to work, but he meanwhile has 
captured the heart of the brewery 
widow, and all her hops, vats and other 
appliances. 

The constant clashing of the two 
fathers-in-law provokes the young 
bride and groom to a spat because of 
each standing up for their own parent, 
and the climax of the trouble is reached 
by the Chicago father, the German 
Baron and the young couple all resolv- 
ing to go away at the same time with- 
out the knowledge of the other and 
all meeting in the same room with their 
luggage at the dead hour of night, 
when—tableau! 

Miss Bates makes a series of beau- 
tiful stage pictures in this play—a 
very dream of fair women. She is 
in every scene handsomely and 
becomingly gowned and she plays 
the role with that delicious charm 
of intelligent femininity which cap- 
tivates the listener’s understand- 
ing as her handsome presence de- 
lights the eye, She has an air of nat- 
uralness that is the greatest factor in 
her impersonations and in this play it 
is so marked as to rob her work of any 
appearance of “play acting.” She was 
simply delightful last night—sweet, 
gracious, lovable and lovely, and she 
won new laurels. 

Hope Ross was equally charming as 
the young beauty of Chicago, making 
an ideal American girl, both in her 
girlish insonciance and in the loyal 
er in which she stood up for Yankee 

Maclyn Arbuckle was the hot-tem- 
pered old German Baron, and right 
royally did he play the part. His 
make-up was a work of art. 

Mr. Frawley made a very engaging 
young lover and bridegroom and Miss 
McAllister had a congenial role as the 
baroness. 

Harry Corson Clarke as the Yankee 
pork-packer, who claims to have won 
his way on bloody fields (although the 
blood was of the porcine sorf,) along 
with the effete aristocracy of Europe, 
who. won by slaughtering their fellow- 
man, was great, as usual. His dry 
humor is especially well suited to the 
role of Tom Foster, the Chicago man 
of business and butchery, and he made 
his points tell so effectively that the 
house was kept roaring with laughter. 

The play was richly staged and the 
costumes were handsome to a degree. 
‘The Two Escutcheons” will be given 
every night this week up to and in- 
cluding Thursday. On Friday the bill 
will be changed and “The Wife,” Be- 
lasco and De Mille’s beautiful drama, 
will be presented for the three follow- 
ing nights and at the matinee. 


ORPHEUM. Two new and most at- 
tractive features have been added to 
the already strong cast at the Orpheum, 
and, judging by the size of the audi- 
ence last evening, Los Angeles has 
large faith in their powers to enter- 
tain, as well as abiding affection for 
its older friends. Abdullah, the famous 
Oriental wire-walker, opened the en- 
tertainment with his dizzy promenade 
to the very dome of the theater, to 
slide down like a meteor of scarlet and 
gold. Then the Vassar Quartette 
treated the audience to another set of 
gay topical songs, with frequent 
changes of costume and many catchy 
jokes. Mr. Sturges especially 
fetching as a country dude in a check 
suit that could have been heard from 
here to New York. Marguerite Fer- 
guson, as prettily plump a little mor- 
tal as ever danced behind the foot- 
lights, whirled out of the wings, and 
indulged in some high kicking that 
would have made Councilman Kin- 
gery’s moral sensibilities ache all over.

Annie 
Suits is the other novelty, and made 
as great a hit-as Marguerite Fergu- 
son. She is exceedingly fetching as‘a 
singer of comic songs, and is also one 
of the neatest of dancers. Dancing 
also, but in a different style, was the 
specialty of Ferguson and Mack, the 
knockabout comedians. It could hardly 
be called neat, but the spectators were 
weeping tears of inextinguishable 
laughter before it was finished. Lew 
Hawkins easily proved himself the 
premier dinging and talking comedian, 
and his polling of the house for the 
Presidential candidates was a howling 
success, in the most literal meaning 
of the term.

THE YOUNG PEOPLE. 


THE CHRISTIAN ENDEAVORERS 
MEET IN IMMANUEL CHURCH. 


First Day of the Semi-anunual OCon- 
vention of the Los Angeles Pres- 
bytery—Large Attendance. 


MUCH INTEREST MANIFESTED. 


REV. MAXSON OF RIVERA 
ELECTD MODERATOR. 


Reports from Thirty Sociteties—The 
Junior Work—Praise Service. 
Address by Rev. L. F. 
Laverty. 


The semi-annual convention of the 
presbytery of Los Angeles opened yes- 
terday morning at Immanuel Church, 
both morning and afternoon sessions 
being devoted to the Christian En- 
deavorers. The church was we'i filled 
and much interest was manifeste. 
The devotional hour, at 10 o'clock, 
which was lead by Rev. H. H. Rice 
of Pomona, was followed by two-min- 
ute reports of the different societies, 
thirty of which were represented. The 
morning session was closed with the 
organization of presbytery, which re- 
sulted in the election of Rev. Dr. Max- 
son of Rivera, as moderator. 

In the afternoon, Rev. Guy W. 
Wadsworth spoke on “Our Young Peo- 
ple and Presbyterian Education,” tak- 
ing up the importance of education in 
general, and especially the relation of 
young people to Christian education. 
He spoke of Occidental Collejr> as the 
representative Presbyterian college in 
Southern California. ev. M. 
Fisher of Tustin spoke on “Our Young 
People and Missions,” taking up the 
work that the young people can do 
for the missions, and touching also 
on Christion education and the prep- 
aration of missionaries for their work. 

Rev. W. 8. Young gave an acconnt 
of the Presbyterian rally at the Wash- 
ington convention, where the Presby- 
terians took the lead in members and 
activity. The Presbyterian Christian 
Endeavorers have the largest number 
of societies in the (United States the 
membership numbering 400,000. 

Rev. R. B. Taylor of San Pernar- 
dino spoke on “The Relation of Y P. 
5.C.E. to Session,” urging the need 
of loyalty and obedience of the [r- 
deavorers to the session. He asked 
them not to criticise their pastor or 
allow him to be criticised, but to 
stand as a living example for pees 
along all lines of Christian work; 
assist the pastor in every way to és 
the great work before him. The En- 
deavor Society stands in the sarre re- 
lation to the church as the daughter 
to the mother. The great deficit of 
$300,000 in the Presbyterian missions 
can be at least partly met by the 
Endeavorers. A call has gone forth 
to them for an assessment of 25 cents 
per member, and the Riviera society 
has already taken it up with enthu- 
siasm. The address was followed by 
a discussion, led by Mr. Taylor, in 
which the good work of the societies 
was reported by different members. 

Mrs, J. K. Fowler read an address on 
“The Why and How of Junior Work,” 
in which she emphasized the impor- 
tance of work among the children, and 
the necessity of awakening and hold- 
ing their interest by different methods. 
She urged the importance of gaining 
the children’s confidence and of giving 
them confidence, and dwelt on the suc- 
cessful results of committee meetings. 
She closed by declaring that without 
prayer, patience and perseverance, no 
society will succeed. 

The discussion of the pro and con of 

junior work was taken up with much 
interest, the majority of the speakers 
being strongly in favor of the junior 
societies, which draw many children 
who otherwise would not attend any re- 
ligious service, 
After the singing of a hymn, Rev. J. 
K. Fowler, D.D., spoke earnestly on 
“The Unrealized Possibilities in Young 
People’s Work.” As an introduction, 
he first suggested that it was desirable 
to act upon that somewhat vulgar 
adage, and learn “where.they were at.” 
Taking a brief review of the past, he 
said that there was a time when cate- 
chistical instruction at home  consti- 
tuted the religious instruction of young 
people. Then came the Sunday-school, 
but there was still a missing link be- 
tween church and children. The Young 
People’s meeting followed, but to bring 
about active fruit-bearing Was the 
problem yet unsolved. The answer was 
found in the Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety. The enterprise was not a revo- 
lution, not even an invention, except tn 
the distinctive features added to the 
old society. There is suggestion and 
strength in the name itself. The 
speaker touched emphatically on the 
endeavor — which he character- 
ized as another bold advance, and thé 
key and strength of the movement. 
The great and many-sided work before 
the endeavorers was earnestly dwelt 
upon, and suggestions made as to the 
best way in which to carry it on. 

The afternoon session was closed 
with the admittance of Rev. D. A. Mc- 
Rae, formerly of the presbytery of Vic- 
toria, B. C., to the pastorate of the 
Third Presbyterian Church of this city. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The evening session was attended by 
a large gathering of Christian En- 
deavorers and those interested in their 
work. A praise service was followed 
by a brief address by Dr. W. H. Rob- 
erts, of the Second Presbyterian 
Church, on the duty of young people 
to their church and the society. He 
'also read the model of the constitu- 
tion of the Presbyterian Union, which 
is to be presented to the presbytery for 
approval. 

ev. L. F. Laverty, pastor of the 
Second Presbyterian Church and re- 
tiring moderator, delivered an ad- 
dress, sketching the history of Presby- 
terianism from its origin to the present 
day, and touching specially upon the 
vital points. He said that Presbyte- 
rianism was practiced from the ear- 
liest ages, and goes back in its origin 
to the very beginning of the family. The 
terrible persecutions suffered by the 
Presbyterians in bygone centuries were 
vividly pictured, and their immovable 
faith held up as an example for those 
of today. Today men and women will 
change their convictions too often and 
easily. The history of the Presbyterian 
Church is a history to stir the blood. 
The goodly heritage of this age was 
bought by the blood of those who 
fought and suffered for it centuries 
ago. .Presbyterianism has stood for 
ages for truth, for conviction, and for 
education, and it should have the loy- 
alty of its followers. Calvinism is pro- 
fessed by the largest body of Christians 
on the face of the globe, for the Con- 
gregationalists, Baptists and Presbyte- 
rians all believe in Calvinism. The 
church that has Presbyterica] repre- 
sentation has civil government.

The Democratic city convention re- 
assembléd yesterday morning and put 
in an hour collecting an asssessment 
of four bits from each delegate. That 
important business having been done, 
the fusion row was reopened. J. Marion 
Brooks presented the majority report 
of the Conference Committee, which 
changed the apportionment of Council- 
men and school directors, so as to give 
the Democrats the Councilmen from the 
the First, Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth 
and Seventh Wards and school directors 
from the Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Eighth and Ninth Wards, giving to the 
Populists the Councilmen the 
Second, Eighth and Ninth Wards and 
school directors from the First, Sixth 
and Seventh Wards. The committee 
said the report must be accepted as a 
whole or fusion would fail. 

Delegates Petzer and Monahan pre- 
sented a minority report, in which they 
“We oppose an allotment giving 
the Eighth, the only Democratic ward 
in the city, to the Populists, as the 


report be adopted in part, and that 
ward nominations be left to the wards. 

Dr. Humphreys made a speech about 
the Boston Tea party, the stamp act

The Eighth Ward kicked all along 
the line, and would not be comforted. 
J. M. Brooks admitted that the conven- 
tion had no right to take away from 
the wards the right to make nomina- 
tions, but he declared that unless the 
wards should stand by the majority 
report, there could be no fusion. If 
the wards put the aspirations of partic- 
ular candidates above the interests of 
the party, the party would be defeated 
and the Republicans would remain in 


power. 

Delegate Crawford objected to giv- 
ing the nomination of ty Attorney 
to the Pops, because there was only 
one lawyer in the Populist party, and 
he was ineligible because he had not 
been admitted to practice. Mr. Craw- 
ford was ruled out of order, because a 
motion to take a recess of thirty min- 
utes had been made in the confusion. 

Oscar Hinters, who seemed to have 
a mania for dragging the “Labor Coun- 
cil” into every debate, got up and reg- 
istered a kick at the chairman. He 
said he had arisen several times, but 
had not been recognized, and he ac- 
cused the chairman of unfairness and 
of recognizing only his friends. 

“Whack! whack! whack!” said the 
chairman’s gavel. “Sit down!” said 
the chairman. Hinters did not sit 
down, and the sergeant-at-arms was 
directed to suppress him. . Hinters, 
still talking incoherently about the 
“Labor Council,” was forced into his 
seat, and the chairman proceeded to 
read a lecture to him on the turpi- 
tude of his conduct. At the end of 
the lecture, Hinters was permitted to 
speak, and he made some irrelevant 
— about Snyder, and the labor 
vote, 

The impossibility of arriving at any 
settlement of the fusion muddle in 
convention became so apparent ‘that 
a motion to adjourn until 1 o'clock 
to give the wards time to settle the 
question for themselves was made and 
carried. 

The ward delegations affected by 
fusion held. caucuses at once. A ma- 
jority of the Ninth Ward voted for 
fusion, but Delegate Chandler would 
not be placated, and refused to be 
bound by the action of the majority. 
He would not fuse, and that settled 
it so far as he was concerned. 

The Eighth Ward was willing to'sac- 
rifice the Second on the altar of fu- 
sion, but viewed with alarm. the pros- 
pect of losing its own place at the 
pie counter. It was in vain that the 
delegates were told that the whole 
scheme of fusion would fail if tinkered 
with in any part- The Wighth had 
no confidence in the committee, and 
said the members were Populists in- 
stead of Democrats, and were playing 
into the hands of the long-whiskered 
politicians. Retzer declared that the 
Second would not submit to any fu- 
sion arrangement that deprived that 
ward of its Councilman. A committee 
of three from the Eighth ¢was ap- 
pointed to confer with the Pops and 
ascertain if a compromise candidate 
could be selected, said compromise can- 
didate to be an Eighth Ward Demo- 
crat, of course. 

The result of the ward caucuses did 
not promote harmony, and when the 
convention reassembled, the row broke 
forth with renewed virulence. 

A motion to proceed with nomina- 
tions was made, and J. M. Brooks 
spoke against it. Chandler offered a 
motion that fusion be knocked in the 
head, and that the convention name 
a Straight Democratic ticket from top 
to bottom. The delegates yelled, “No 
no!” and Chandler’s motion was not

M. Brooks moved amendments to 
the platform, admitting women to pub- 
lic employment and roasting the Sunset 
Telephone Company, which were 
adopted. 

The convention resolved itself into 
ward conventions, and after a recess 
of half an hour, reconvened as a whole 
and received reports of nomirations 
for the Council and Board of Educa- 
tion. All the wards except the eighth 
abided by the decision of the conven- 
tion on the fusion plan. The BWighth 
repudiated the action of the convention 
and nominated Thomas F. Savage for 
Councilman. 

A long and bitter contest followed, 
The delegates from the Eighth would 
listen to no argument, but stuck to 
Tom Savage, and the rest of the conven- 
tion positively refused te ratify the 
no ation. 

E. L. Hutchison, who had 
nominated by the Populists for Coun- 
cilman in the Bighth, appeared and ad- 
dressed the convention. He said he 
had been offered the city clerkship and 
anything else on the ticket if he would 
get out of Savage’s way in the Efghth, 
but he had refused to listen to any 
offers. “I'll not stand in the way of 
fusion,” he said, “but Ill take the 
Eighth ward. I have made an offer 
that no man has dared to accept. I'll 
offer it again. Show that 50 per cent. 
of the votes at the primary were honest 
and legal and I’ll retire. You dare not 
accept the challenge. I now say that 
nothing can prevent me from taking 
the Bighth Ward and showing up the 
politics of this city.” 

Savage's friends tried to counteract 
the effect of Hutchison’s defiant chal- 
lenge by sneering, but they did not 
have the nerve to deny that the primary 
election in the Eighth Ward was fraud- 
ulent. The convention refused to ratify 
the nomination of Savage, and adopted 
a resolution indorsing Hutchison and 
advising all good Democrats in the 
ward to vote for him. : 

The convention then adjourned.

There has been a considerable increase 
duringthe past month in the circulation 
of free copies; a small increase in the 
'25-cent-a-month circulation and a 
slight falling off in the regular 50-cent- 
a-month circulation. In investigating 
this, subject your committee has been 
confronted with the remarkable and 
not very eneouraging fact that some 
‘people even refuse to take the Hurled 
for nothing. This appears to indicate 
to your committee that there should be 
some change made in the tone of the 
paper, and it must be admitted that 
when people refuse to take a paper for 
nothing there must be something wrong 
about it.

SOFT WORK AT HOME—AN AGENT WANT- 
ed to secure a person with a few thousand 
dollars capital for investment in one of the 
most flourishing papers in the United States, 
for the purpose of increasing the already 
immense circulation. No knowledge of the 


business or active participation in it re- 

quired. Liberal commission paid. 

“Your committee is of the opinion 
that, estimating moderately each of 
these advertisements should bring at 
least one good agent, and that each 
agent should secure at least three 
suckers, ‘with an average of say $3000. 
This would make an aggregate sum of 
$31,500,00, or much more than was esti- 
mated at the previous meeting. This 
amount, your committee believes, if ju- 
diciously invested, would be sufficient 
to down The Times, the Colonel and 
the Dog within ten years, or perhaps 


even sooner.

Mr. Cantlittle then arose and said 
that, while he did not wish to cast any 
damper on the bright prospects that 
had been outlined by the president, he 
must once more suggest that they 
should have a committee, or at least a 
sub-committee, on Running the Hurled. 
He considered it really necessary that 
they should devote a little time to that 
important matter. 

he president said that the members 
of the board were all busy with other 
important committees, and that he did 
not see how they could at present de- 
vote any time to the general business of 
the Hurled. 

After discussion, it was finally agreed 
to appoint the janitor of the uptown 
office and the business manager as a 
special committee to act with Director 
Amlittle of the Committee on Circula- 
tion in running the Hurled, while the 
other directors are busy attending to 
The Times, the Colonel, the Dog and 
the Suckers. 

Director Amlittle remarked that, like 
Mr. Canlittle, he was averse to bringing

He wanted to ask how on 
earth they had managed to get into 
such a hole as this libel suit, brought 
by the agent of a physician who had 
been attacked in the paper. First, they 
had made themeelves ridiculous by at- 
pons this man, and then had taken 
it all back as soon as they found they 
were hurting some of their advertisers. 
On top of this they had to confront a 
libel suit for $30,000, which would cost 
them a lot of money, even if they 


won it. 

_ The president said that he regretted 
the matter as much as any of his 
brother directors, and to avoid the re- 
currence of such bad breaks the editor 
had been instructed not to print a line 
of matter in the paper that contained 
any definite opinion, or could offend 
anybody (ex The Times) without a 
special author ion from the board of 
directors. 

Director Doolittle said that he hoped 
there would be no wnmecessary delay 
in realizing upon the suckers, because 
it was evident that they must have a 
new press without delay, if they were 
to even pretend to compete with The 
Times. “Once more,” he said, ‘‘on Mon- 
day last the paper was not delivered 
to subscribers until about noon, while 
the despicable morning sheet was on 
the street at an early hour.’ This, Mr. 
Doolittle said, would ruin the paper if 
it was kept up. Even admitting, as he 
did, and as he supposed that all the 
rest of those present did, that the 
Hurled was a far superior paper to 
The Times, they must all agree that it 
was necessary for a morning paper to 
be in the hands of its subscribers before 
they. went to lunch. For this reason he 
sincerely hoped that the president 
would rush the sucker hunt as fast as 
possible. 

The president admitted that Mr. Doo- 
little’s points were well taken. He as- 
sured the directors that not an unnec- 
essary hour would be lost in the effort 
to secure more suckers, in order that 
the Hurled might appear on time. He 
added that they would not even wait 
for the first regular investing sucker, 
but would try to bridge over the gap 
that must elapse until they got arlother 
big sucker by trying to hire as report- 
ers some small suckers who are willing 
to invest even a few hundred dollars 
in the stock of the Hurled Publishing 
Company. 

The president then asked whether 
there was any further business before 
the meeting, and, there being no re- 
sponse, he declared the meeting ad- 
journed until Monday evening, at the 
same hour and place.

LAND LOANS IN GERMANY. In 
connection with the prevailing demand 
in this country for more money, it is 
of interest to note a system that has 
been successfully introduced in Ger- 
many for the advancing of cheap loans 
to farmers. In the September number 
of the Consular Reports, our commer- 
cial agent at Plauen, Saxony, gives full 
details of the operations of the Saxon 
Land Credit Association, which last 
year loaned $8,659,087 to its members 
at 3, 3% or 4 per cent. The association 
loans on mortgages, and issues its own 
certificates in convenient amounts, 
bearing the same fate of interest as 
the mortgages and secured by them. 
These certificates are sold in the mar- 
ket, and pass from hand to hand like 
Government bonds. The total amount 
of these loans now outstanding is 
nearly $47,000,000. These certificates 
are now quoted in the market at a 
premium of.2.65 per cent, for 3% per 
cent. loans and 3.8 per cent. for 4 per 
cent. loans. The rate charged for loans 
for the past year seems to have been 
3 per cent. 

What would the farmers of California 
think if they could borrow money at 
3 per cent. or even at 5 per cent.7? 

In making his report the consul says: 

“The cry for cheap money that is 
sounding over the West and South is 
the same cry that went up from the 
German land owners and farmers, and 
they were only relieved by mutual co- 
operation.”’ 

The plan adopted in Saxony is, In 
detail, essentially the same as that of 
American building and loan associa- 
tions, but with some modifications. 
The money is supplied by farmers who 
have a surplus and is used by those 
who need to borrow. 

Might it not be possible to introduce 
something similar to this system in 
the United States. in order to assist 
the farming community in tiding over 
periods when they are in need of finan- 
cial assistance? 


COMMERCIAL. 

FALSE WINE LABELS. A recent 
decision made by Judge Caldwell of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
has an important bearing on a prac- 
tice which has become all too common 
in this country, namely, the affixing of 
fraudulent brands or labels on goods, so 
as to make out that they are im- 
net goods, when in reality they have 

een produced in this country. This 
is especially the case with wines, as 
there is a certain class of people who 
are willing to pay three times as much 
for American wine under a foreign 
label. Judge Caldwell’s decision is to 
the effect that it is fraudulent for any 
concern to brand ‘spirits or wine with 
foreign labels, and that such bogus 
branded goods are liable to seizure. 
Commenting upon this decision, the 
_ Francisco Chronicle says, editori- 
ally: 

“Few people know how wide is the 
practice of making one kind of wine or 
brandy and calling it another. In a 
general way it is understood that Cali- 
fornia wine is sometimes made to mas- 
querade under a French label so as to 
give it sale among the ‘connoisseurs,’ 
who look askance at the wine of the 


‘country, but the publie hardly appre 


ciates the full extent of the mischief. 
It is the rule rather than the exception 
in the great eastern hotels and restau- 
rants to play this trick. One cele 
brated boniface has said, speaking in 
vino veritas, that he could not sell the 
California vintage at 50 cents a bottle, 
but he could readily dispose of it as 
Chateau Margaux, or something of the 
kind, for $2.50. There are not many 
hotel-keepers capable of holding back 
when their cheap wine stock is called 
for at such figures, and the net result 
is to deprive the California product of 
its good name for the benefit of a com- 
petitive industry. To make matters 
worse, some of the vilest decoctions of 
logwood, such as retail] at 5 cents a pint, 
are at the same time put out under Calli- 
fornia labels. The trade in this liquid 
poison has become very large. 

“In this city the offenders against the 
law which Judge Caldwell lays down 
are numerous, and they have reached a 
high degree of skill in their fraudulent 
industry. There are local houses which 
carry nothing but California wines, 
and their imitations, yet a customer 
can have an order filled in them for 
any European vintage while he waits. 
He gets bottles of the shape he ex- 
pects, accurately labeled and corked, 
and packed in the proper boxes, the lat- 
ter being branded like the legitimate 
ones and supplied with counterfeit ship- 
ping marks. Such bogus outfits, known 
to the trade as ‘skeletons,’ are sent 
here from Chicago, the seat of their 
principal manufacture, and sent out 
again, every bottle filled, to all parts of 
the city, State and Coast where ‘im- 
ported’ wines are in demand. Twenty- 
five or fifty cents invested in a Califor- 


ing to the label, and this within a few 
blocks, perhaps, of where the beverage 
has been pressed out. 

“For the good name of the State 
vintage it is to be hoped that the grow- 
ers and honest dealers in California 
wine and spirits will combine to enforce 
the law. The California products can 
make their way under their own titles 
if they are given a fair chance, and in 
the long run there would be more 
money in them than in the spurious 
product selling even at the highest 
price. Honesty is the best policy in all 
trades for buyers and sellers alike.”

A STRONG CORPORATION. The 
Mergenthaler Linotype Company is 
about to issue its annual report for the 
fiscal year ended September 30, 1896, 
and, on the 2ist of this month, the 
company will hold its annual meeting. 
A writer in the United States Investor 
learns that the company is going to 
make a very satisfactory showing of 
earnings, and will add considerably toits 
already largecash surplus, This year the 
company has paid 8 per cent. dividends 
on $10,000,000 of stock, besides three 
extra dividends of 2 per cent. each. 
This excellent result has held the mar- 
ket value of its shares considerably 
above par, 112 to 114 being about the 
present quotation, with dividend. Deal- 
ings in it, however, are limited, since it 
is so generally held for investment. 
The original company was paying 10 
per cent. on $5,000,000 of stock, but 
when the company purchased, some 
months ago, the Rogers Typograph 
Company for $410,000, and acquired 
other interests in addition, thereby 
increasing the value of its assets, the 
capitaligation was doubled.

NEW YORK MARKETS, 
Shares and Money.

The communication of Judge Stout on 
the deferment of the work on Garfie 
avenue was presented, B. F. Diehl algo 
appearing to present a similar report, 
and the time for the hearing of the 
protest was accordingly set for Novem- 
ber 2. 

A resolution of intention was intro- 
duced affecting the grading, curbing 
and guttering of North Orange Grove 


avenue, and a petition was presented 


on the work on East Colorado street. 
Referring to this document, tHe City 
Attorney called attention to the fact 
it asked that the street be plowed 
and wet and rolled, and that the con- 
tractors bidding for the work should 
describe the roller they intended to use. 
The City Attorney said that such a 
provision could not be legally _made, 
that the law was explicit that the ad- 
vertising should be such that the 
bidders should ‘be able to give their 
bids in dollars and cents. He said also 
that the property-owners had shown a 
disposition to include in the petition 
things that the Council had told them 
could not be included, and that they 
showéd no inclination that was appar- 
ent to do as the Council desired them 
to do in the matter. Accordingly he 
advised the board not to rescind the 
former resolutions, but instructed them 
that they could either accept the bid 
already in, or advertise for other bids. 
No action was taken, and when the 
bids for the Grand avenue work were 
opened, it was found that James H. 
Dovey and M. A. Hughes had put in a 
bid ‘at the same figure, and the letting 
of the contract was referred to the 
Street and Alley Committee. The ses- 
sion was brief and uninteresting, and 
no important matters were brought for- 
ward for consideration. 
SEQUEL TO THE SIMONS CASE. 
F. E. Simons, who was acquitted on 
Saturday of the charge of rape upon the 
person of Lulu Dauterman, became in- 
volved in a quarrel with Mr. and Mrs. 
Holden, step-father and mother of the 
girl, this evening, and as a result he 
appeared before the Recorder and 
asked for a warrant for Holden’s ar- 
rest on the charge of assault to commit 
murder, alleging that Holden had 
threatened to kill him, and had struck 
h over the head with a bottle.

The case will come 
up for a hearing before Recorder Ros- 
siter Tuesday morning. 
THE MOUNTAIN FIRES. 

It was thought on Saturday that the 
mountain fires were completely sub- 
dued and that the only thing necessary 
to be done now was to maintain a vigi- 
lant patrol along the region where 
the fires have raged, but this morning 
flames and smoke were seen issuing 
from Saucer Cafion, a region at some 
distance from the fires of Saturday, 
and through which the returning crew 
passed Saturday afternoon and re- 
ported that-no trace of fire was to bi 
found there. The flames and smoke 
have been seen all day, denoting that 
a great fire is in progress, and this 
morning Thomas Banbury started with 
another crew of twelve men to try to 
subdue it. The cafion in which the 
fire is apparently located is the left 
branch of Millard’s Cafion, and is 
therefore in a dangerous neighborhood. 
Mayor Hartwell went up this after- 
noon, but as there has apparently been 
a brisk wind blowing on the moun- 
tains, the blaze has made great head- 
way. Some of the men who have been 
fighting the fire have said. positively 
that #@ would have been impossible for 
the fire on Bron’s Mountain to have 
reached Saucer Cafion, and are in- 
clined to believe that the blaze of to- 
day is of very different. origin, but 
those accustomed to mountain fires 
say that embers can be carried to a 
great distance in a strong wind, and 
think this one was created in that 
manner. 

PASADENA BREVITIES. 


As a sample of the manner in which 
the Bryan campaign is being worked 
here in Pasadena, the statements made 
by Joe Simons to reporters and others 
rgarding the so-called “Bryan wig- 
wam,” today are instanced. Simons 
asesrted that when it was known that 
there was to be a wigwam erected, fifty 
carpenters, who had formerly been Re- 
publicans, volunteered their services 
free to the club. Upon investigation it 
was found that there were jé#t five 
men employed, and only one of them 
claims to have been a Republican. 
The others had nothing to do but hang 
around the corners, and as the work 
of construction was merely to fix up 
three rows of seats and a rude plat- 
form, carpenters were not required. 
Rough, unplaned lumber. propped up 
with boxes and anything that came 
handy is supposed to furnish the seat- 
ing capacity for 400 persons, and there 
is neither floor nor covering for the so- 
called “wigwam,” which is simply a 
make-shift of the poorest kind for: out- 
door speaking, and put together to 
avoid paying rent for the hall hereto- 
fore utilized for the Bryan pow-wows. 

Clarence U. Bunnelle of McDonald, 
Brooks & Co., had an anxious after- 
noon today, on account of failing to 
find in front of the First National 
Bank, where he had left them an hour 
before, hig sorrel horse and single 
buggy. No one had seen any person 
take the rig, and it had disappeared 
completely. The town was searched, 
the services of the Marshal being 
brought into requisition, and finally be- 


ing convinced that a thief had been 


at work, Mr. Bunnelle telephoned and 
telegraphed’ to different parts of the 
county a description of his property, 
and went out to Lamanda Park to see 
if the horse had been seen in that 
direction. About 7 o’clock this evening 
he learned that aman named Hughes, 
employed by the L- W. Blinn Lumber 
Company. had mistaken the horse and 
rig for that owned by the firm. and 
had. taken possession of it and had 
diven tt. all afternoon. When 
he returned it to the office of the com- 
pany, it was recognized as belonging to 
Bunnelle, and returned to him, and now 
the boys say “there is a horse on 
Hughes.” 

Miss Kithbaugh, one of the as- 
sistants at the postoffice, is lying at her

The horses came down 
Fair Oaks avenue at a rapid rate of 
speed, turning the corner into Dayton 
street successfully. .They were less 
fortunate when they attempted to turn 
into the stable yard, west of the fire

ind sent the pies and cakes flying 
in a shower. The bakery vehicle was 
somewhat damaged, but the horses 
were unhurt. The practice of leaving 
such teams unhitched in the streets 
comes within the provisions of the 
ordinance, and the infrequency of ar- 
rests lately on that score has ren- 
dered such cases of carelessness more 
common, 

Mr. and Mrs. Hunter, who live in 
D. Young’s house in North Pasadena, 
and take care of his horse, went to 
the Presbyterian Church Sunday 
night, driving down in Mr. Young’s 
handsome top buggy. They left the 
horse tied to the rack near the church, 
but after the services they found both 
horse and vehicle missing. The halter 
had been cut, and a piece of it was 
left attached to the rack, showing that 
the horse could not have untied and 
wandered away. The City Marshal 
was notified of the circumstances, but 
so far has failed to secure any traces 
of the missing property. 


A fine horse belonging to Munger & 
Griffith died today under peculiar cir- 
cumstances. It was hitched near the 
curb on Fair Oaks avenue, when it 
took fright, some of the bystanders 
say, at the apearance of a woman in 
bloomers upon a bicycle. If such is 
the case, the effect was deadly, for the 
animal in plunging about fell to the 
sidewalk, and died half an hour later, 
although no sign of any injury could 
be discovered upon it.

A GOOD THING RECOGNIZED BY 
REPUBLICANS.

A PETITION TO DISINCORPORATE. 

For some time it has been said that 
the town of Orange would probably 
consider the matter of disincorporation, 
and now it is stated that a petition 
asking the Board of Trustees to take 
up the matter will be presented at the 
next regular meeting of the Trustees. 
It is also said that the best element of 
citizens will oppose the proposition of 
disincorporation. 

For the past year Orange has been 
having a hard fight with the saloon 
element, which has been endeavoring to 
get a foothold in the town, but so far 
has been kept off. It is stated that 
this element is the factor that is push- 
ing the disincorporation proposition. 
It is not probable that the town will 
disincorporate. The boundaries may 
be reduced somewhat, but even this is 
improbable. Orange is moving rapidly 
ahead, and its enterprising citizens are 
not apt to approve of the idea of whit- 
tling down the corporate limits to any 
great extent. 

A SAD DEATH. 

A young man 23 years of age died in 
his room at the Richelieu Hotel late 
Saturday night from the effects of con- 
sumption. The young man came here 
from Scotland only a few months ago 
in the hope of regaining his health, 
but it seems he came too late for the 
climate of the coast to do him any 
good. He had expected to have an 
uncle meet him here, but through some 
misunderstanding no one was at the 
depot to meet him, and he went to the 
hotel, weak and exhausted from his 
long and wearysome trip.

SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 12.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) The tourists are 
still doing the town, and their report 
differs somewhat from former -occa- 
sions. They say the sound of saw and 
hammer, planing mill and steam whis- 
tle; the trolley cars flying by and gangs 
of men working in the streets; the mer- 
chants and business men all busy, re- 
mind them of anything but a sleepy 
place. Those who have been here be- 
fore recognize a remarkable change 
and predict that Santa Barbara's day 
is just dawning. 

A noticeable feature of the many 
driving parties yesterday and today 
was the ever-present question, “What 
is that property worth?’ 
question was frequently asked: 
the electric road contemplate building 
out this way?" These are simple ques- 
tions, but they indicate a great deal. 

THE APPLE CROP. 

The indications are that good winter 
apples will reach a high figure before 
the season is over. Los Angeles buyers 
have already secured practically the 
entire crop of the Lompoc Valley and 
are now in the Santa Maria Valley on 
the same mission. The price paid is 
not generally known, but is understood 
‘to be from $20 to $25 per ton in the or- 
chard, the buyer furnishing the boxes 
and doing his own packing. These same 
apples will bring from 3 to 5 cents per 
pound before spring. Santa Barbara 
depends upon the local supply for fall 
apples, but consumes large quantities 
of winter apples from beyond the 
mountains. There are no worms in the 
apples from the northern part of the 
county. They are perfect in size, shape 
and color; highly flavored and the best 
of keepers. This year, when Santa Bar- 
bara sends for her usual winter supply 
she will find them scarce and will have 
to bid up to get them at all.

POMONA. 

POMONA, Oct. 12.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Between the hours of 9 
and 10 o’clock this morning quite a rip- 
ple of excitement was created on the 
streets of Pomona by the report that 
the earth had suddenly sunk and en- 
gulfed a man and team on the Alkire 
ranch near the City Park. Upon in- 
vestigation it was found that the earth 
above the Alkire-Phelan tunnel, within 
the orchard of the Alkire estate, which 
was at the time being cultivated by C. 
S. Hoff with a cultivator drawn by a 
horse and two mules, had fallen in to 
the depth of some twenty feet with the 
animals and cultivator, completely 
burying them under the immense vol- 
ume of loose soil that fell in upon them. 
Fortunately Mr. Hoff, the driver, slid 
off to the rear upon solid ground, as he 
saw what was happening, and thus 
saved his own life. Inquiring of Ed 
Phelan who engineered the building of 
the tunnel, and of J. M. Eads, who fur- 
nished and helped put in the gate when 
the cement stone dam was constructed, 
elicited the information that at the 
point where the catastrophe occurred 
the run of the tunnel was fifty-seven 
feet below the surface of the ground, 
thus leaving at least thirty or more 
feet of earth still between the tunnel 
and where the animals and cultivator 
rest; and that the caving in was caused 
by the confined water backing up and 
degree by degree, inch by inch, seaping 
surfaceward through the gravelly soil, 
causing the same to settle and wash 
away by turns until in places, like this 
point, a sufficient weight would cause 
the crust to sink down. Mr. Eads says 
that he intimated that something like 
this might happen when he was put- 
ting in the gate. Mr. Phelan advised 
that the dead animals be left where 
they lie “Instead of being taken out, as.

The secretary, J. M. Guinn, read a pa- 
per entitled “Historic Houses of Los 
Angeles and Their Builders.” He told 
the story of the building of the old 
church of “Our Lady of the Angels.” 
He described the Carrillo house, a 
famous landmark of the city, now al- 
most forgotten. In it was celebrated 
the most famous marriage feast in Cal- 
ifornia. It was on the occasion of the 
marriage of Don Pio Pico in 1834, Feast- 
ing and dancing were kept up for eight 
days and nights, and al! the retainers 
of the houses of Pico and Carrillo from 
San Diego to Monterey*were gathered 
to do honor to the marriage celebration.

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A CONDUCTOR IN MEXICO. 


His Democratic Soul Cannot Stand 
Its Free-stiver Regime. 

The following letter is published in 
the Billings (Mont.) Gazette, and is 
dated at Rascon, Mex., August 22. It 
was written by J. R. Condit, a railroad 
conductor running out of Rascon, to a 
fellow-conductor in Billings, A. E. An- 
derson, and was not penned for pub- 
lication, but as the inmost expression 
of the writer’s mind. Mr. Condit is an 
old friend of Agent H. B. Sherman of 
the Santa Fé road in Pasadena, and 
Mr. Sherman says that up to the time 
he went to Mexico he was the staunch- 
est kind of a Democrat. Having seen a 
practical illustration of the- workings 
of free silver, however, he has become 
a strong advocate of the election of 
McKinley. The letter is as follows: 

“I received your letter of the 15th 
inst. today, and as I have a few mo- 
ments to spare I hasten to answer. 
“In the first place this money ques- 
tion is too deep for me, and I cannot 
for an instant imagine what the out- 
come will be if the United States comes 
out for free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. No country has ever prospered 
under it, but possibly America is pow- 
erful enough to stand alone upon this 
question. and experience no bad results, 
but I doubt it. 

“As you may have heard around 
about the clubs, I have always been a 
Democrat, but, my boy, if I was in the 
United States in November, McKinley 
would get my vote.

“TI sent to Joe Widmyer (editor and 
proprietor of the Glendive Independent) 
last week a table of wages of this coun-" 
try. and it alone should convince any 
thinking man that free silver is bad 
for them. It will reduce your wages 
as sure as the sun shines. 

“My run is between Rascon and Tam- 
pico, 200 kilometers, or 125 miles, the 
same distance as from Clendive to 
Forsyth, Mont. For the round trip I 
receive $10, and if I make ten trips I re- 
ceive $100. If I am then called to the 
States, or any other country on earth 
except South America, I exchange my 
money and get $53. While a freight 
conductor running from Glendive to 
Forsyth, same number of trips, gets 
73.80, and they consider in Mexico 
that freight conductors on this division 
are paid too much—best-paid men on 
the system. Passenger conductors get 
$160 a month, or $82 in your country; 
engineers $6 a day, amounting to $3 
in the States. 

“A porterhouse steak, baked potatoes 
and wheat bread will cost you $2; Ca- 
nadian club whisky costs 40 cents a 
drink. 

“I have a pair of $4 American tan- 
colored shoes, that I paid $11.50 for 
Stetson, Dunlap, Knox, or, in fact, any 
make of hats are $10. 

“So, Gus, take my advice and vote for 
McKinley and you owe it to yourself 
to do all in your power to influence 
your friends to do likewise. 

“I know their cry ‘We must have a 
change, and if we do vote for Bryan 
it can’t be worse than it is now,’ but 
they don’t know what they are talking 
about. The man who works fcr a liv- 
ing and casts his vote for free silver, 
thinking to better his condition, will 
live to bitterly repent it.
